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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Examiner's asserted 
support for the present obviousness reaction is anapposite to the present fact situation. In response to In re Kerkhoven, the present claims 
require more than the mixing together of two conventional monomers to provide a mixture of monomers. Although a copolymer may be 
prepared from a mixture of monomers, one of ordinary skill would immediately recognize that the copolymer would have very different 
properties than the mixture of monomers, and thus could not be used for the same purpose. The Examiner disagrees. One of skill in the 
art would not reasonably assume that a copolymer would have the same properties as a mixture of monomers used in its production, and 
this is not what the Examiner is suggesting in the Office action. Rather, as cited in the Final Office action, since the copolymers of Mitra et 
al. are comprised of monomers A and B, and both the hydroxypropylmethacrylamide and 1-N,N,N-triethylammonium ethyl (meth)acrylate 
are disclosed to be useful components A monomers, a mixture of them would reasonably be expected to produce a copolymer with both 
monomers being included therein as A monomers along the polymer chain with monomer B, thereby producing the instantly claimed 
copolymer, see pages 1-4. Since both mononoers are disclosed as useful A monomers, one of skill in the art would reasaonably assume 
that a copolymer comprised of both could be used for the same purpose. Accordingly, the mixture of A monomers is being used for the 
same purpose as either of the A monomers alone, i.e. providing an A monomer for the copolymer. 
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
